FEYING TORPEDO’S GOOD RACE. 



Track records still continue to be splintered 
at Hawthorne, the latest one to suffer a fracture 
being the mile and a quarter mark of 2:051, 
which was reduced to 2K)54by Flying Torpedo 
yesterday in the second race. The weather was 
perfect for racing conditions and fast time was 
the order throughout the afternoon. The 
steeplechase was instrumental in increasing the 
attendance which was somewhat larger than 
Monday’s big gathering. 

The attractive feature of the excellent card 
was the fourth race, a free handicap puree of 
$700, for all ages at one and a sixteen miles. 
Of the four scheduled to start Honey Boy was 
the only absentee. Charley O’Brien was made 
the choice for the race and rewarded his many 
backers by putting up a high class race and 
winning in a rather lhandy fashion. He led 
from start to finish, winning by two lengths 
from Orontas, which beat Searcher the same 
distance for second money. Orontas was under 
stout pressure for the entire distance and die 
played great gameness. He appeared to be 
closing up for a spell in the last eighth, but 
tired badly at the end. 

The long distance race went to Flying Tor- 
pedo, which came with a determined rush at 
the end and won handily by a length and a half 
from Barilla, which beat Harry Preston three 
for second place. Barilla went into [the lead 
after Little Elkin had shot his bolt and held it 
by a fair margin up to the last quarter, where 
she began to tire and Flying Torpedo had no 
trouble in picking her up and beating her to 
the wire. False Lead ran a poor race and was 
never a contender at any part of the journey. 

From the manner of Corrillo’s victory in the 
steeplechase yesterday over the short course it 
seems as if he had a lien on the rest of the in- 
field affairs hereatout for the rest of this year. 
Saintly as usual darted out at flag dip and 
opened a big gap, but when nearing the seventh

I cleanly throughout won in a canter by three 
lengths from Maso, which beat Globe 11. by a 
short head in a fierce drive for second place. 
The last named broke down completely when a 
few strides bey ond the finish and could hardly 
drag his legs off the course. He will probably 
never face the flag again. Captain Conover ran 
his usual consistent performance but was a 
little slower on the flat than usual. 

O. Q. Parke, the owner of Bessie Macken, 
turned loose a good thing in Gallantrie in the 
day’s opener. This fast filly is a half sister to 
Hood’s Brigade, by Bessie Hacken’s sire, and 
bide fair to rival her clever performances, judg- 
ing from the manner in which she towroped her 
field yesterday. She is reported to have worked 
in exceptionally fast time and has been laid 
away a long time for yesterday’s killing. She 
was the medium of a heavy plunge and brought 
the money home in a big, easy gallop. Off to a 
running start, she simply played hide and seek 
with her field, leading all the way by. a big 
margin and winning eased up by four lengths. 
Duke of Connaught finished second a length in 
front of ^ild Oats. The latter closed up much 
ground in-the final quarter and is ready to win 
when placed right. Aaron Pond showed speed 
for five furlongs and then died away. 

Hard Knot was pitchforked into the fifth race 
yesterdar, a dash of one mile, winning in a big 
exercise gallop. Miss Boak, closely pursued by 
Grandon, showed the way to the run in, where 
the latter fell away beaten and Hard Knot 
moved up. At the last eighth jmst Hard Knot 
was called upon and he came away with a rush, 
losing his field as if they ware so many pigmies. 
He won by five lengths, eased up, from Fantasy, 
which beat Mies Boak a half length for second 
place. Fantasy closed ground in the last quar- 
ter and finished stonily. Mies Boak had enough 
when a furlong ont and just managed to last 
long enough to beat Banish a bead on the post 
for third place. Banish [pulled up very lame 
after the race. Brownie Anderson did not relish 
her 103 pounds and gradually .fell away beaten 
after showing well for nearly six furlongs. 
Grandon showed speed for six furlongs, but 
died away to a frazzle in the last quarter. 

Bam Hildreth’s good colt Lncien Appleby 
bad no trouble in annexing the last race, a dash 
of seven furlongs to his owner’s credit. Erne, 
to the surprise of many present, led by a fair 
advantage up to the last eighth where he gave 
way to The Giver which had always laid second. 
The latter held the lead but a abort distance 
when Coburn brought up Lucien Appleby with 
a well-timed rush and he passed to the fore 
with the greatest of ease, winning with plenty to 
spare by two and a half lengths, while The Giver 
beat Rose Plume a short head for second place. 
Arian, the favorite, could not run a little bit 
and was never a contender. Nothing had a 
chance outside of the first three. 

Otis has been restored to favor, the judges 
having decided that he was the victim of bad 
luck and mistaken judgment when be rode Fly- 
ing Torpedo recently, but he is limited to riding 
for hie employers. 

Coburn and Winkfield were each fined $10 for 
exchanging saddles in an ingenious but highly 
improper effort to adjust their weights. The 
starter also slapped $25 fines on Winkfield and 
Landry in the last race.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Speaking of American racing interests in Eng- 
land is in line with a desire expressed by many 
turfmen that the leading American jockeys rid- 
ing abroad should be induced to return here for 
the good of the turf. It is an oft-repeated state- 
ment at New York tracks that since the depart- 
ure of the Rem boys, Henry, Maher and last, 
but not least, Sloan, the jockey standard has 
fsllen away below the mark. With the excep- 
tion of a few who can be named on one’s fingers, 
there are a poor lot of boys riding important 
mounts in the east. The surprising reversals 
of form shown by horses of good class from 
time to time have been ascribed by many good 
judges to the incompetency or rather the inex- 
perience of the jockeys who have attempted to 
ride them. While it is conceded that Shaw, 
O’Connor, Spencer, Woods, Burns, Cochran, 
Turner and Michaels are all high-class jock- 
eys, the others are not to be rated with them, 
and the best of the entire lot can not be said to 
excel Sloan, Maher, Henry and the Beiffs. Ex- 
pert turfmen say that special inducements 
should be offered to those boys who are riding 
in England to return here, and that should 
they accept the sport would be helped here im- 
measurably.

The announcement that William C. Whitney 
will not race in England next year has created 
a veritable sensation in the turf world. Horse-' 
men are slow to believe, however, that Mr. 
Whitney’s colors will not be seen in the Derby 
and the Oaks in 1903. The fact that Nastur- 
tium, Yankee, Ckildsmith and Blue Girl will 
not be sent to England this fall because of 
the discovered irregularities in their nomi- 
nation for the English stakes is not taken to 
mean that Mr. Whitney will not make some 
nominations next year for these same events. 
With the decision to keep his horses here Mr. 
Whitney has made a move, which turfmen 
believe will be of vast benefit to the sport. 
Tbs breaking down of so many good horses in 
the three-year-old and aged classes this year 
portended a dearth of racing stars here next 
year, but with all of Mr. Whitney’s horses on 
hand there will be much of the old interest in 
rivalry. Whether Mr. Whitney will send for 
John Huggins to come here and help train hie 
horses is not known just now, but it is asserted 
by Huggins' closest friends that he has beau 
anxious to return to America for soma time 
past.— New York Sun. 

MOTES OF THE TURF.
